Total registrations for the first quarter 
show decline 1,354, 11.8 per cent. 

Transfers for this quarter, 
while last year the quarter total was 7,420, 
decline 1,043, fourteen per cent. 

Birth reports have increased 676, 
22.3 per cent.

Inspiration Ranch 


Ranch Palma Sola 
Bay, near Bradenton, Florida, 
where first exclusively 
pure bred Guernsey herd came into 
existence, consists sixty-three 
acres, thirty-six which are under- 
laid with tile drainage and are sub- 
irrigated. These thirty-six acres 
are subdivided, with running water 
each. eight inch artesian 
well supplies all needs for the ranch. 
The remaining twenty-seven acres 
are rapidly being brought into pas- 
ture and feed crops.

discover and save the bulls that are capable in- 
creasing the production must have the milk and 
butter fat records several their daughters. This 
means that these bulls must kept until they are ap- 
proximately five years age that suf- 
ficient number records can obtained 
for proving purposes. 

great many bulls have been proved dur- 
ing the past few years, unfortunately, how- 
ever, after most these bulls had been sent 
the butcher and before their daughters 
came milking age. These bulls proved 
their ability increase production, but were 
dead before their value was discovered. 
The work proving bulls must carried 
more efficient manner. The great 
difficulty doing this has been the lack 
proper place for keeping the old bulls. Many 
good bulls have been disposed while they 
were still good breeders because their own- 
ers felt that they were becoming too old 
kept with safety.

Suggestions for Feeding and Handling Bulls 
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use swing door. Roll doors may used but they 
should protected, where they roll back, heavy 
plank grate.

This door may three and one-half feet width 
five feet height. should slide grooves and

Breeding Racks 


good stall and exercising pad- 
dock are necessary the handling 
mature bulls, the danger not wholly 
eliminated unless breeding rack con- 
nected. When bulls have led out 
for service purpose there always danger 
leading. With breeding rack, prop- 
erly built and attached, either the stall 
paddock, the danger eliminated. 
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The cow led into the rack and the bull enters through 
gate arranged close the opening through 
which the cow was led. After service closing the 
gate the bull may driven back the paddock with- 
out ever having been handled. the use breed- 
ing rack the most vicious bull may used with perfect 
safety. 

combination box stall, heavy stan- 
chion, exercising paddock and breeding 
rack will make perfect safety bull pen. 
With such equipment may 
kept without any danger, because 
unnecessary handle him. Cleaning out 
pens and grooming the bull may done 
him the stanchion. The 
attendant can leave the pen and release the 
bull from the outside. 


Handling the Bull 


safety bull pen designed 
prevent accidents there are many 
reasons why handling methods should 
understood. All young bulls should 
taught lead. not pet bulls. gentle with 
them, but not playful. When the bull from ten 
twelve months age medium sized bull ring should 
placed his nose. 

Never use the ring for tying the bull. sudden 
scare may cause the bull jump back, and tied 
the ring likely tear out the nose cartilage

chain halter should done fastening the rope 
chain around the horns and then through the ring 
without fastening the ring. the bull has 
horns, fasten the chain heavy strap around his 
neck.

teaching the young bull lead 
better use halter than lead with 
rope fastened directly the ring. The 
combination halter with separate 
strap small chain fastened directly the 
ring will give the most satisfactory results. 
Bring most the pressure the halter 
first. Gradually exert pressure the nose 
ring, and little time the bull will become 
accustomed both halter and ring and will 
lead without any trouble. the bull 
grows older should handled with 
strong staff. Teach the bull lead while 
young. Early training will show him who 
boss. not trust the gentle bull!

BULL should fed that will keep healthy 
and vigorous condition. While should kept 
good condition not advisable have him over 
fat.

young bulls have been properly fed they will 
sufficiently well developed for light service 
the time they are year old. The number services 
should limited until the bull about two years 
age. From twelve eighteen months age bull 
should not allowed serve over one cow week.

general, bull should not allowed over twenty-five 
services before two years age. From two years 
six seven years age bull should able 
handle fifty sixty cows yearly. Some bulls are able 
handle even more than this number services. 
order not over-work the bull, services, numerous, 


should evenly distributed throughout the year. 


Never allow more than one service per cow. 
One service will settle animal just well 
moreand willnot reduce the bull’s vitality. 

Four important points observed 
keeping bull fit for services are: Avoid 
excessive use while young; Allow only 
one service per cow; Furnish plenty 
exercise; Feed ration that will furnish 
plenty vigor, but not develop too much 
flesh paunch. 

The value good sire cannot over 
estimated. bull worth keeping, 
should properly housed, fed and exer- 
cised. All bulls should considered 
dangerous. Provide proper pens and breed- 
ing racks and the danger removed.

Mr. Sudendorf consulted with Mr. Walker the 
Blue Valley Creamery Company, and that company 
advanced the necessary funds promote the first show, 
which was held the Chicago Coliseum from February 
24, 1906. 

The success this and later shows, together with 
the enthusiasm those who were first interested, at- 
tracted leaders all branches the 
vidual dairymen, dairy cattle breed organizations, dis- 
tributors dairy products and manufacturers farm 
and dairy equipment gave their support, until member- 
ship the association which manages the exposition 
now numbers 562.
